(Diabolus then, as 1t he had been 5 
a lamb, began his orativn, and ſaid}, Diabolus his 
Gentlemen of the famous town of Man- oration. 


= -- foul, I am as you may perceive, no far, 
4 dweller from you, but near, and one that is bound bj 
the king to do you my homage, and what ſervice I can; 
wWherefore that I may . faithful to myſelf, and to you, I 


| have ſomewhat of concern to 1mpart unto you. Where» - 
fore grant me your audience, and hear me patiently. And 
firit, I will affure you, it is not myſelf, but you, not mine, 

but your advantage, that I ſeek by what I now do, as will 

full well be made manifeſt, when I have opened my mind =» 

unto you, For, Gentlemen, 1 am (ro tell you che rrath) 


— 
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come to ſhew how you may obtain great and ok deli 
verance from a bondage, that unawares to yourſelves you 
are captivated and inſlaved under. At this the town of 
Manſoul began to prick up its ears; and what is it, pray 
what is it thought they? And he ſaid, I have ſomewhat 
to ſay to you concerning your. King, concerning his law, 
and alſo touching yourſelves. Touching your King, I 
Eno he is great and potent, but yet, all that he hath ſaid 
FE... to you, is neither true, nor yet for your advantage. I. It 
is not true, for that wherewith he hath hitherto awed you, 
| ſhall not come to paſs, nor be fulfilled, though you do the 
thing that he hath forbidden. But if there was danger, 
what a ſlavery is it to live always in fear of the ene of 
puniſhments, for doing ſo ſmall and trivial a thing as eat- 
ing of a little fruit is! 2. Touching his laws, this I ſay 
further, they are both unreaſonable, intricate, and into- 
lerable, Unreaſonable, as was hinted before, for that the 
puniſhment is not proportioned to the offence. There is 
great difference and diſproportion betwixt the life and an 
apple; yet the one muſt go for the other, by the law of 
your Shaddai. But it 1s alſo intricate, in that he faith, 
rft, you may eat of all; and yet after, forbids the eating 
ol one. And then, in the laſt place, it muſt needs be in- 
tolerable, foraſmuch as that fruit which you are forbid- 
den to eat of (if you are forbidden any) 1s, that, and that 
alone, which is able, by your eating, to miniſter to you 
a good as yet unknown by you. This is manifeſt by the 
very name of the tree; it is called * the tree of knowledge. 
of good and evil ;* and have you that knowledge as yet? 
No, no, nor can you conceive how good, how pleaſant, 
1 and how much to be deſired to make one wile it is, ſo 
long as you ſtand by your King's commandment. Why. 
| - ſhould you be holden in ignorance and blindneſs ? Why. 
ſhould you not be enlarged in knowledge and underſtand- 
1 ing? And now, Ah! ye inhabitants of the famous towa 
of Manſoul, to ſpeak more particularly to yourſelves, You 
are not a free people! You are kept both in bondage and. 
_ . flavery; and that by a grievous threat; no reaſon being 
annexed, but ſo I will have it, ſo it ſhall be. And is it 
not grievous to think on, that that very thing that you are 
forbidden to do, might you but do it, would yield you 
both wiſdom and honour ? for then your eyes will be op- 
ened, and you will be as gods. Now, ſince this is thus, 
quoth he, Can you be kept by any prince in more flave- 
ry, and in greater bondage, than you are under this day? 
Tou are made underlings,. and are. Wrapt up in inconveni-

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encies, as I have well made appear. For what bondage 
greater than to be kept in blindneſs? will not reaſon tell 
you, that it is better to have eyes than to be without, 
them; and ſo to be at liberty to be better than to be ſhur 
up in a dark and ſtinking cave? Y 
And juſt now, while Diabolus was ſp eg. 
ing theſe words to Manſoul, Tiſiphane Captain Re-

Now, having got poſſeſſion of this ſtately palace or 
Caſtle, what doth he, but makes it a F for himſelf, 
and ſtrengthens and fortiſies it with all ſorts of proviſion 
againſt the King Shaddai, or thoſe that ſhould endeavour 
the regaining of it to him, and his obedience again. W 
This done, but not thinking himſelf yet ſecure enough, 
in the next place, he bethinks himſelf of new-modelling 
the town; and ſo he does, ſetting up one, and putting 
down another at pleaſure. Wherefore my Lord Mayor, 
whoſe name was my Lord Underſtanding, and Mr Recor- 
der, whoſe name was Mr Conſcience, thoſe he puts out of 
place and power. REY! 8 i 1 
As for my Lord Mayor, though he was an underſtand- 
ing man, and one too that had complied _ 5 
with the reſt of the town of Sfanſou), in My Lord 
admitting of the giant into the town, yet Mayor turned 
Diabolus thought not fit to let him abide ont of place. 
in his former luſtre and glory, becauſe he N 
Was a ſeeing man. Wherefore he darkened it, not only 
by taking from him his office and power, but by building 
an high and ſtrong tower, juſt behind the ſun's reflec- 
tions, and the windows of my Lord's palace: by which 
means his houſe and all the whole of his habitation, 
was made as dark as darkneſs itfelft. And thus being alie- 
nated from the light, he became as one that was born 
blind. To this his -h6uſe my Lord was confined, as to a 


priſon, nor might he upon his parole go further than with- _ _ 


in his own bounds. And now, had he had an heart to do 
for Manſoul, what could he do for it, or wherein could 
he be profitable to her? So then, ſo long as Manſoul was 
under the power and government of Diabolus, (and ſo 
long it was under him, as it was obedient to him, which 
was even until by a war it was reſcued out of his hand), 
ſo long my Lord Mayor was rather an impediment in, 
than an advantage to, the famous town of Manſou. 
As for Mr Recorder, before the town was taken, he 
was a man well read in the laws of his King, and allo a 
man of courage and faithfulneis to ſpeak truth at every 
occaſion; and he had a tongue as bravely hung as he ha 
an head filled with judgment. Now this | 
man Diabolus could by no means abide, The Recorder 
becauſe, though he gave his conſent to put out of 
his coming into the town, yet he could place. 
not, by all the wiles, trials, ſtratagems, and 1 
devices, that he could uſe, make him wholly his en 
| | | rue; 
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True, he was much degenerated from his former King, 
and alſo much 1 with many of the giant's laws, and 

ſervice : But all this would not do, for as much as he was 
not wholly his. He would now and then think upon 
Shaddai, and have dread of his law upon him, and then 
he would ſpeak with a voice as great againſt Diabolus as 
when a lion roareth ; yea, and would allo, at certain times, 


when his fits were upon him, (for you muſt know that 
ſometimes he had terrible fits), make the whole town of 


Manſoul {hake with his voice: And therefore the now king 
of Manſoul could not abide him. 5 4 
Diabolus therefore feared the Recorder more than any 
that was left alive in the town of Manſoul, becauſe, as [ 
ſaid, his words did ſhake the whole town; they were like 
the rattling thunder, and alſo like thunder-claps. Since 
therefore the giant could not make him wholly his own, 
what doth he do, but ſtudies all that he could to debauch 
the old gentleman, and by nne to ſtupify his mind, 
and more harden his heart in ways of vanity. And as he 
attempted, ſo he accompliſned his deſign : He debauched 
the man, and by little and little ſo drew him into fin and 
wickedneſs, that at laſt he was not only debauched as at 
firſt, and ſo by conſequence defiled, but was almoſt (at 
laſt, I fay) paſt all conſcience of fin. And this was the 
fartheſt Diabolus could 80. Wherefore he bethinks him 
that was; to perſuade the men of 
the town that Mr Recorder was mad, and ſo not to be re- 
arded. And for this he urged his fits, and ſaid, If he be 
_ himſelf, why doth he not do thus always? But, quoth he, 
as all mad folks have their fits, and in them their raving 
, language, ſo hath this old and doating 
The town ta- gentleman. Thus by one means or ano- 
ken off from ther, he quickly got Manſoul to flight, 
heeding of neglect and deſpiſe, whateyer Mr Recor- 
him. der could ſay: For beſides what already 
„ you have heard, Diabolus had a way to 
make the old gentleman, when he was merry, unſay and 
deny what he in his fits had affirmed. And indeed this 
Was the next way to make himſelf ridiculous, and to cauſe 
that no man ſhould regard him. Alſo now he never ſpake 
freely for King Shaddai, but always by force and con- 
ſtraint. Beſides, he would at one time be hot againſt that, 
at which at another he would hold his peace, to uneven 
Was he now in his doings. Sometimes he would be as if 
faſt aſleep, and again ſometimes as dead, even then when 
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the whole town of Manſoul was in her career after vanity, 
and in her dance after the giant's pipe. . 
Wherefore, ſometimes when Manſoul did uſe to be 
frighted with the thundering voice of the Recorder that 
was, and when they did tell Diabolus of it, he would an- 
ſwer, That what the old gentlemen ſaid, was neither out of 
love to him, nor pity to them, but of a fooliſh fondneſs that 
he had to be prating : and ſo would huſh {till, and put all 
to quiet again. And that he might leave no argument un- 
urged, that might tend to make them ſecure, he faid, and 
ſaid it often, O Manſoul! confider, that notwithſtanding 
the old gentleman's rage, and the rattle of his high an 
thundering words, you hear nothing of Shaddai himſelf ; 
when, liar and deceiver that he was, every outcry of Mr 
Recorder againſt the {in of Manſoul, was the voice of God 
in him to them. But he goes on, and ſays, You ſee that 
he values not the loſs, nor rebellion of the town of Man- 
foul, nor will he trouble himſelf with calling of his town 
to a reckoning for their giving up themſelves to me. He 
knows that tho? ye were his, now you are lawfully mine 
ſo leaving us one to another, he now hath ſhaken his 
hands of us. „ | VVV 
Moreover, O Manſoul ! quoth he, conſider how I have 
ſerved you, even to the utmoſt of my power, and that 
with the beſt that 1 have, could get, or procure for you, 
in all the world. Beſides, I dare ſay, that the laws and 
cuſtoms that you now are under, and by which you do 
| homage to me, do yield you more ſolace and content, 
than did the paradiſe that at firſt you poſſeſſed. Your li- 
berty, alſo, as yourſelves do very well know, has been 
greatly widened and enlarged by me; whereas I found 
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you a pent- up- people. I have not laid any reſtraint upon 


you ; you have no law, ſtatute or judgment of mine, to 
_afright you; I call none of you to account for your do- 
ings, except the madman, you know who I mean: I have 
granted you to live, each man like a prince in his own, 
even with as little controul from me, as I myſelf have 


from you. 


And thus would Diabolus huſh up, and quiet the town. 
of Manſoul, when the Recorder, that 5 
was, did at times moleſt them: yea, and Men ſome- 
with ſuch curſed orations as theſe, would times angry 
ſet the whole town in a rage and fury a- with their 
gainſt the old gentleman : Yea, the raſcal conſciences. 
grew at ſome times would be for deſtroy- _ . 
ing him: They have often wiſhed (in my hearing) hy : 
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he had lived a thouſand miles off from them: his compa- 
ny, his words, yea, the ſight of him, and eſpecially when 
they remembred how in old times he did uſe to threaten 
and condemn them, (for he was now {ſo debauched), did 
terrify and afflict them ſore, 0 N 
But all wiſhes were vain, for I do not know how, un- 
leſs by the power of Shaddai, and his wiſdom, he was 
reſerved in being amongſt them. Beſides, his houſe was 
_ ſtrong as a caſtle, and ſtood hard to a ſtrong hold of the 
town. Moreover, if at any time, any of the crew or rab- 
ble attempted to make him away, he could pull up the 
fluices, and let in ſuch floods as would drown all round 
about him. 3 3 
But to leave Mr Recorder, and to come to my Lord 
ON Will-be-will, another of the gentry of the 
The Will. famous town of Manſoul. This Will- 
OY be- will was as high born as any man in 
Manſoul, and was as much, if not more, a frecholder 
than many of them were: Beſides, if I remember my tale 
aright, he had ſome privilege peculiar to himſelf in the fa- 
mous town of Manſoul. Now, together with theſe, he 
was a man of great ſtrength, reſolution, and courage, nor 
in his occaſion could any turn him away. But, I ſay, whe- 
ther he was proud of his eſtate, privileges, ſtrength, or 
what, (but ſure it was through pride of ſomething), he 
ſcorns now to. be a flave in Manſoul, and therefore re- 
ſolves to bear office under Diabolus, that he might (ſuch 
an one as he 2 be a petty ruler and governor. in Man- 
ſoul. And (head - ſtrong man that he was) thus he began 
betimes; for this man, when Diabolus did make his ora- 
tion at Ear-gate, was one of the firſt that was for con-

So that now, next to Diabo- 
2X Jus himſelf, who but my Lord Will-be-will in all the town 
of Manſoul? nor could any thing now be done, but at his 
will and pleaſure, throughout the town of Manſoul. He 
had alſo one Mr Mind for his clerk, a man to ſpeak on e- 
very way like his maſter; for he and his Lord were in 
principle one, and in practice not far aſunder. And now 
was Manſoul brought under to purpoſe, and made to fulfil 
the luſts of the will and of the mind, + nc 

But it will not out of my thoughts, what a deſperate 
one this Will-be-will was, when power was put into his 
hand. Firſt, he flatly denied that he owed any ſuit or ſer- 
vice to his former Prince and liege Lord. This done, in 
the next place he took an oath, and ſwore fidelity to his 
= great maſter Diabolus; and then being ſtated and fertled.

rent, and torn parchments of the law of good Shaddai in 
his houſe ; but when Will-be-will ſaw them, he caſt them 
behind his back. True, Mr Recorder had ſome of the 
lau in his ſtudy, but my Lord could by no means come 
at them. He alſo thought, and ſajd, that the windows of 
my Lord Mayor's houſe were always too light for the pro- 
fit of the town of Manſoul. The light of a candle he could 
not endure. Now nothing at all pleaſed Will-be-will, but 
what pleaſed Diabolus his lord. gt 
There was none like him to trumpet about the ſtreets 
the brave nature, the wiſe conduct, and great glory of the 
king Diabolus. He would range and rove throughout all 
the ſtreets of Manſoul, to cry up his illuſtrious lord, and 
would make himſelf even as an abject, among the baſe _ 
and raſcal crew, to cry up his yaliant prince.

when, and whereſoever he found theſe vaſſals, he would 


even make himſelf as one of them. In all ill courſes he

ly debauched in his principles, and anſwerable thereto in 
his life : He was wholly given to the fleſh, and therefore 
they called him Vile Affection. Now there was he and 
one Carnal] Luſts, the daughter of Mr Mind, (like to like, 
quoth the devil to the collier), that fell in love, and made 
a match and were married; and as I take it, they had ſe- 
veral children, as Impudent, Blackmouth, and Hate- re- 
proof: theſe three were black boys; and beſides theſe 
they had three daughters, as Scorn-truth, and Slight-God, 
and the name of the youngeſt was Town, and alſo begot 
and yielded bad Revenge; theſe were all married in the 
8 too many to be here inſerted.

wit, ſuch as gave liberty to the luſts of the fleſh, the Juſts 
ol the eyes, and the pride of life, which are not of Shad- 


dai, but of the world. He encouraged, countenanced, 
and promoted laſciviouſneſs, and all ungodlineſs there. 


vea much more did Diabolus to encourage wickedneſs in 


the town of Manſoul; he promiſed them peace, content, 


that which tended to ſet up him.
